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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action:

Claims 1, 2, 4, 6, 1 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Miyabayashi. The reference teaches a coating composition comprising an aliphatic polyester 
polyol and a crosslinking agent. See col. 3, lines 33-39 and examples. The aliphatic polyester 
polyol can be prepared by reacting aliphatic dicarboxylic acid that includes dimer acid, aliphatic 
glycol and a polyol having at least three functional groups simultaneously. See col. 2, line 39 
through col. 3, line 4. The examples include polyester polyol prepared with a hydroxyl 
component comprising a polyol having at least three functional groups in amounts as high as 
about 75%. As references are not limited to their preferred embodiments, it would have been 
obvious to use the polyol having at least three functional groups in amounts above the exemplified 
amount of about 7 5 o/o in a simultaneous reaction of the polyol, aliphatic glycol and aliphatic 
dicarboxylic acid to obtain a random polyester polyol for use in the coating compositions of 
Miyabayashi. 

Claim 3 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims.
